Athens 


Monday for Talks 
On Cyprus Issue 


LONDON (AP)—British Foreign Secretary Selwyn 
Lloyd will fly to Athens on Monday to discuss the crisis 
over the future of Cyprus with Greek Government offi- 
cials, the Foreign Office announced Friday. 


Lioyd himself proposed the 
talks suggesting that Britain 
has a new plan for dealing 
with the trouble in the 
Mediterranean crown colony. 


The British statement said: 
“The Foreign Secretary has 
proposed and the Greek Gov- 
ernment have agreed that he 
should visit Athens for an ex- 
change of views on Cyprus 
with the Greek Government, 

“The Foreign Secretary pro 

s to leave for Athens on 

onday, Feb. 10.” 


Dlovd saw Turkish Ambas- 
sador Nuri Birgi at the Foreign 
Office Friday morning and pre- 
sumably told him about his trip 
to Athens, 


Sir Hugh Foot, new governor 
of Cyprus, has been alerted to 
fly to Athens to join Lioyd on 
a minute’s notice. 


A Foreign Office spokesman 
said, however, that the origin- 
al plans did not include Sir 
Hugh to participate in the talks 
but explained: 


“It may be that Sir Hugh-will 
go to advise the Secretary 
about the internal affairs on the 
island and notably the situation 
there of the Greek Cypriots.” 

The spokesman said the For 
eign Secretary is expected to 


remain in Athens for two or 
three days. 
Greek speaking. Cypriots— 


the majority on Cyprus—have 
been demanding union of the 
island with Greece while the 
Turkish speakin residents 
have asked that the island be 
partitioned between the two 
groups if the British give up 
the island, which no longer 
figures heavily in Britain's de 
fense setup. 

It has been reported that Brit- 
ain is now considering offering 
the islanders a 10-year period of 
self-government—with some re- 
servations—at the end of which 
they will be free to choose their 
own future, 

Both Greece and Turkey have 
claims on the island. The dif- 
ferences over its future have 
strained relations among the 
three nations, all members of 
the North Atlantic Treaty O.- 
ganization. 

Archbishop Makarios, leader 
of the movement for union of 
Cyprus with Greece, is in 
Athens but there was no indica- 
tion here whether the British 
Foreign Secretary would see 
him. 


Eoka Snubs Plea 

NICOSIA (AP)—Cyprus’ Eoka 
rebels Thursday curtly rejected 
Gov. Sir Hugh Foot’s broadcast 

lea for an end to violence on 

prus. 

Leaflets scattered through 
Nicosia declared “The struggle 
of the Cypriot people cannot 
but continue.” 

Signed by Peka, the political 
committee of Eoka, the pam- 
phiets said Foot asked for a 
period of peace when he afrived 
as governor last December. 

But they declared that period 
has run out—*“like the patience 
of the people in the face of 
British intransigence.” 


Averoff Lauds Trip 

ATHENS (AP)—Foreign Min- 
ister Evanghelos Averoff said 
Friday that the Greek Govern- 
ment “hopes and wishes” that 
the announced visit of British 
Foreign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd 
to Greece Monday “will contri- 
bute to a solution of the Cyprus 
issue.” 

He made the statement to for- 
eign correspondents and local 
reporters who were summoned 
to the Foreign Ministry here. 

Averoff declined to elaborate 
on his statement, 


Rockets if Button 
Shared: France 


PARIS (AP)—The French 
Defense Minister said Fri- 
day France would accept 
missile bases on her soil if 
she shares the decision to 
fire them and is furnished 
technical and financial help 
to build such missiles her- 
self. 

Defense Minister Jacques 
Chaban Delmas told a news 
conference negotiations now 
are underway to settie the 
issue of missile bases on 
French soil. 

He said he hoped these 
negotiations would be con- 
cluded by next June. He 
also hoped they would be a 
success and France would 
get missiles. 

He implied that the 
French would be willing to 
compromise on the missile 
issue. He did not spell this 
out. but observers recalled 
that France is also shopping 
in the United States for as- 
sistance in the making of 
her own atomic bomb. 
These two issues might be 
combined in negotiations. 


U.S., Japan 
Icebreakers 
Due to Meet 


The Japanese Antarctic ex- 
}pedition ship Soya, now out of 
the ice, was expected to meet 
the U.S. icebreaker Burton Is- 
land this morning (Japan Time), 
according to the Mritime Safe- 
ty Agency. 

The Soya, which succeeded in 
getting out of the ice at 7:30 p.m. 
Thursday, Japan time, is pro 
ceeding toward the 40 degrees 
E. jongitude line to find a route 
to the Ongul Island base. 

The latest report from the 
Japanese Antarctic expedition 
yesterday morning said that a 
test flight of a Beaver sea- 
plane was conducted after the 
Soya got into the open sea. It 
was conducted in preparation 
for a flight to the Ongul Island 
hase, 

The successful escape of the 
Soya by its own power from 
the icefloes came 46 days after 
the Japanese icebreaker was 
first trapped in the ice, last 
Dec. 23. 

A message on the ship's 
breakthrough was received by 
the Maritime Safety Agency 
from Manji Matsumoto, skipper 
of the Soya, late Thursday 
evening. 


Fuchs, Party 
Reach Depot 700 


AUCKLAND (AP)—Dr._ Vi- 
vian Fuchs and bis British party 
reached Depot 700 at 9:30 p.m. 
local time (6530 p.m. JST) Fri- 
day on their trans-Antarctic 
trek, it was reported from Scott 
Base. 

He immediately spoke by 
radio with New Zealander Sir 
Edmund Hillary at Scott Base. 

They are due to confer by 
radio again Friday on the 
party’s next stage to Scott Base, 
their final objective. 

Earlier, Fuchs sent a radio 
message to Scott Base that his 
party had passed through 
crevasses which had held them 
up for 24 hours. 

He reported that thev had re- 

aired one of the party’s two 

noCat track vehicles which 


was damaged in a crevasse fall. 


Cable From Peiping Requests 
Preparations for New Talks 


The Japan International 
Trade Promotion Council an 
nounced yesterday it had. re- 
ceived a cabled request from its 
chairman, Kumaichi Yamamoto, 
now in Peiping that prepara- 
tlons be started as early as 

ssible to send a délegdtion to 
Red China to reopen the talks 
fer conclusion of 
private trade accord. 


Yamamoto said in the cable, 
which reached Tokyo Thursday, 
that he had obtained a promise 
from Yeh Li-chuang, chief of 
the Foreign Trade Department, 
and Lai Jen-min, vice chairman 
of the International Trade Pro- 
motion Committee, that Peiping 
would not send a great number 
of trade officials to Tokyo in 
case a Red Chinese trade mis- 
sion is opened here. But 
Peiping is at the same time in- 
sisting that it cannot agree to 
limit the number of officials in 
advance, stressing that the mis- 
sions to be exchanged must be

adequately staffed. 

Yamamoto also reported that 
the notagreat-number pledge 
had also been made by Nan 
Han-chen, chairman of the 
trade promotion committee, 

The Red Chinese algo hold 
that members of the trade mis- 
sions should not be allowed to 
engage in political actjvities.

Trade Promotion Special Com- 
mittee of the ruling Liberal-

Japan Asks 
U.S. Not to

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)-- 
Japan appealed to the United 
States Thursday not to bring 
“economic ruin” to the town of 


Taubame, 200 miles north of 
Tokyo, by raising tariffs on 
stainiess steel tableware im- 


ports. 

A Japanese note said the U.S. 
Tariff Commission recommenda- 
tion for a 25 to 45 per cent in- 
crease in “flatware” duties has 
cast a shadow over that town 
of 35,000, which is entirely de 
pendent on its flatware indus- 
try. 

Tsubame js said to produce 90 
per cent of Japan's output of 
stainiess sieel tableware (flat- 
ware). E.ghty per cent of its 
production is shipped to the 
U.S., according to Japanese sta- 
tistics. 


The commission’s recommen- 
dation was made Jan. 10. Presi- 
dent Dwient D. Elsenhower has 
until March 10 to accept it, 
wholly or in part, or reject it.

A nine-man commission. of 
British European Airways— 
owner of the plane—probed the 
remains of the shattered two-en- 
gined Elizabethan on snow-cov- 
ered Munich-Reim field. 

Twenty-one persons died when 
the chartered airliner crashed 
while taking off in a snowstorm 
with 38 passengers including 
England's famed Manchester 
United soccer team and a crew 
of six aboard,

Trade Unions Blast 
Tories’ Wage Bill 


Representatives of Japan’s 
major labor organizations 
charged vesterday that a draft 
minimum wage bill to be su 
mitted to the current session of 
the Diet by the Government 
wil not produce a 
minimum wage system. 

The charge was made at 8 
meeting of the Liaison Cout 
cil for Establishment of a 
Minimum Wage System, formed 
by the General Council of Ja 
pan Labor Unions (Sohyo); 
the Japan Labor Union Con- 
gress (Zenro) and other labor 
bodies. This was their “unified 
view” toward the draft bill. 

Representatives of these 
giant trade union organizations 
agreed not to regard an agree 
ment for a minimum wage to 
be conchided by management 
of each industry under the 
projected minimum wage law 
as a minimum Wage system. 

They said the draft does not 
stipulate legal measures for the 
implementation of a minimum 
wage which is a vital point in 
any minimum wage system.

Strontium-90 


Increasing in 
Human Body 


NEW YORK (KyodoUP)— 
Average amount of cancer-pro- 
ducing strontium90 in the hu 
man body from nuclear explo 
sions climbed about 30 per cent 
in the year ending last June 30, 
three scientists said Thursday. 

However, they said the con- 
centration was still far below 
the maximum permissible level 
of 100 units set for the general 
population, 

The concentration in young 
ciiiidren rose from 0A3 of one 
unit to 0.64—an Increase of 50 
per cent. That was counter- 
balanced by a drop from 0,076 
to 0.000 In adults from 20 to 80 
years old, a decrease of about 
20 per cent, 

Dr. Arthur R. Schulert of 
Columbia University, one of the 
three scientists making a con- 
tinuing study of strontium-90 
under a grant from the Atomic 
Energy Commission, said he 
considered the present level 
“important to considep Dut not 
extremely critical.” 

Schulert said the rate of in- 
crease in children was surpris 
ing. Bat he added that chil- 
dren would normally show a 
higher concentration than ad- 
ults because their bones are in 
formation. He said the concen- 
tration probably would level out 
when they achieve mature bone 
growth. 

Strontium#0, released into 
the air by nuclear explosions, 
eventually gets into the soil 
where it is taken up by plants. 
Humans absorb it primarily 
from vegetables and milk pro- 
ducts. 

The two major hazards of 
strontium#0 are bone cancer 
and an increased mutation rate 
through the action of gamma 
rays on genes. 

The other scientists engaged 
in the study are Dr. Laurence 
Kulp, associate professor of 
chemistry at Columbia, and 
Walter R. Ecklemann, of Carter 
Research Laboratories, Tulsa, 
Okla.

Increases Suddenly 


The intensity of the cosmic 
rays in the atmosphere in- 
creased temporarily to 90-120 
counts per second between 4 
p.m. and 6 p.m. Thursday, ac- 
cording to the Radio Wave 
Research Institute of the Minis- 
try of Postal Services yester-

The research institute 
been tuned in to the 108 mega- 
cycle band of the American 
artificial earth satellite ever 
since it was fired into space on 
Feb. 1. 

The announcement was sup 
plementary to the report made 
by the United States that it 
recorded a cosmic ray count ot 
about 30 per second on Feb. 2. 

The data collected by the 
institute was sent to the To 
Kyo Astronomical Observatory 
and the Science Institute for 
analysis but no definite reason 
could be found for the sudden 
increase in the radioactive 
count of the rays. 

At the time of the increase, 
there had been no explosion on 
the sun and no other irregulari- 
tles had been observed by cos- 
mic ray research groups. 

The temporary phenomenon 
4 disappeared and the cosmic ray 
count returned to “normal” at 6 
p.m., or two hours after the in- 
crease in intensity was noted,

Dispute On Over Posts 


In Body for 


Metropolitan authorities and 
the Japan Amateur Athletic As- 
sociation are reported at logger- 
heads over the question of who 
should fill the posts of working 
committee chairman and secre- 
tary general of the new Pre- 
paratory Committee for the 
Olympic Games in Tokyo. 

The preparatory . committee 
was inaugurated on Jan. 22 in 
order to step up activities to 
invite the 18th Olympic Games 
in 1964 to Tokyo. Prime Minis- 
ter Nobusuke Kishi is its presi- 
dent. . 

The Metropolitan Government 
is recommending Education Vice 
Minister Seisuke Inada as chair- 
man of the working committee 
and Ryotoku Suzuki, chairman 
of the Japan Olympic Commit- 
tee, as secretary general of the 
new body. 

The working committee, at its 
meeting on Jan. 22, was inclined 
to favor Inada as chairman and 
Suzuki as secretary general. 

This view was supported by 
the JAAA, whose board approv- 


ed the choice of Suzuki 
Thursday. But represen- 
tatives of the Metropolitan 


Government on the working 
committee were strongly oppos- 
ed. The latter insisted that per- 
sons with political influence and 
well-known should be appoint- 
ed to the posts rather than those 
versed in sports affairs. 


Metropolitan authorities held 
that the post of secretary gene- 
ral in particular should be as- 
sumed by a prominent retired 
career diplomat, speaking at 
jeast two foreign languages. 

The sponsor of the Olympic 
Games would be the Metropolli- 


——_ 


Olympics 
tan Government if Tokyo should 
be selected as the 1964 Games 
site and would have to appro- 
priate a budget of about ¥100 
million, for the event, they said. 

If the Metropolitan Govern- 
ment failed to have one of its 
representatives assume the post 
of secretary general, appropria- 
tion of the required sum in the 
Metropolitan budget would be- 
come difficult, they declared. 
The Metropolitan Government 
is reported desirous of having 
Vice Governor Hajime Sato, fill 
the post. 

Masaji Tabata, secretary gen- 
eral of the Japan Olympic Com- 
mittee, said that if the Metro. 
politan Government wanted to 
have a man with name value as 
secretary general of the new 
body, it would not be too late 
if such person took the job after 
!'Tokyo received the green light 
for staging of the Games. 

For the time being, however, 
it is necessary to have a secre- 
tary general who can do the job 
well, Tabata said.

dustrial regions across the country—North Kyushu, Kan- 


sai, Kanto-and Hokkaido. 


Details of Sohyo's plans which have leaked out show 
that its leaders mean to halt the nation’s coal mine pro- 
duction, and tie up marine and land transportation to at- 


tain their objectives, 


By hitting these basic industries, or- 


ganized labor is aiming at what would be in effect a gen- 


eral strike paralyzing every 


major industry. 


Sohyo'’s autumn offensive last year resulted in a hu- 


miliating defeat for the steel 


workers. Reports this time 


point to a determination by labor leaders not to repeat the 


error. 


Thus, behind the “humble” facade, labor’s spring 


Offensive is far larger in scale and far more menacing 
than the abortive autumn strike series. 
But consider the coming labor offensive from the stand- 


point of its effect upon the public. 


Many workers have 


already been thrown out of jobs in the textile mills. And 
across the ranks of the major industries, there is not 
one which has not felt the effect of the business recession. 

There has been an improvement in our economic situa- 


tion from the latter half of 1957. 


According to Govern- 


ment spokesmen remedial measures taken since last sum- 
mer have finally begun to have some effect, and at the pres- 
ent rate of the nation’s recovery we may possibly be able 


to shake off the recession in 


the latter half of the year. 


However, we have to keep well in min? that the first half 
of 1958 is a critical period for the nation. 

It is just this time that organized labor has chosen for 
a general strike—for that, in spite of everything Sohyo 


Says, is what its leaders are scheming. 


If union leaders 


succeed, they will not only set back the nation's economic 
recovery seriously but deal a severe blow at the livelihood 


of the people. 


Sohyo’s strategy is tantamount to robbing a sick per- 


son at knife-point. 


It is a form of violence which strikes 


most seriously at the masses of which the workers them- 


selves are part. 


We urge Sohyo leaders to reconsider their 


plans and call off their strike lest they should alienate 


their own people.

Unequal Education 

This is the examination season for hundreds of thou- 
sands of Japanese young people competing for the pii- 
vilege of entering the high school, college or university 
of their choice. Most of them will fail and have to take the 
second best or wait till next year. 

We can’t but think that there is something wrong with 
this system, which yearly produces so many tragic conse- 
quences, including even suicides. 

Education should be considered as much a right as a 
privilege—iIf not more so. The trouble is that on the higher 
levels, after the compulsory junior high school, there are 
vast differefices in the standards from one school to another. 
Students naturally crowd to the portals of thore with the 


higher reputations. 


For private institutions it is a different matter: they 
actually are the competitors for the students rather than 


the other way round. 


But public schools, which are all 


Supported by the taxpayers, as a matter of public pbdlicy 


should all be equal. 


We cannot go so far as to suggest that all the best 
teachers and facilities be redistributed in some vast level- 


ing operation, even if that were practical. 


There will al- 


ways be room for the specialty schools designed to train 
‘the brighter students in specific fields. 

Yet we do think there ought to be long-range plans in 
all the prefectures to work toward a fairer distribution of 


the taxpayers’ money allocated for education. 


What this 


boils down to, of course, is that we must spend more on 
new bulldings, better facilities and better teachers—with 
the aim of bringing all the schools closer to the level of the 


highest. 


The annual spectacle of thousands being turned away 
by some schools while others have a hard time filling their 
quota means just one thing. We are not spending enough 


money on education.

When the press gave some 
publicity to his “patriotic” zeal, 
contributions poured in from 
other parts of Japan and the 
money and goods contributed 
were distributed at the Kigen- 
setsu ceremony. 


Though Kigensetsu was oad 
ported to commemorate the Em- 
peror Jimmu’s accession more 
than 2,600 years ago, the in- 
stitution of Kigensetsu itself is 
quite new. The first Kigenseteu 
celebration was held on Jan. 29, 
1873. The date of the Emperor 
Jimmu’s accession, Jan. 1 on the 
lunar calendar, w&s provision- 
ally transferred to the. contem- 
porary solar calendar as Jan. 
20. As a result of further ad- 
justments in the calendar, the 
date was finally set on Feb. 11. 

The scientific computation of 
the exact date of the Emperor 
Jimru’s accession, however, is 
almost impossible even if it is 
assumed that the fact itself can 
be scientifically proved. Though 
paradoxical, it may be said that 
Kigensetsu was conceived under 
the strong influence of the West- 
ern concept of a national state. 
The Japanese Government at 
that time was eager to build a 
modern nation like the Western 
countries. The idea was “let us 
have a national day because the 
Westerners have it.” 


Other Alternatives 

Those who regard the date of 
Feb. 11 as undesirable offer 
some other alternatives. These 
alternatives are the day of Ris- 
shun (the advent of spring) on 
Feb, 4, Constitution Day on 
May 3, Culture Day on Nov. 3 
and so forth. But none of 
these have the same appeal to 
national sentiments, as the day 
of Kigensetsu does, 

Historians fear that the restora- 
tion of Kigensetsu will.Jead to a 
revival of ultranationalism. It 
is true that the militarists tried 
to ultilize Kigensetsu for their 
purposes. But before the emer- 
gence of the ultranationalists, 
the Japanese knew how to dis- 
tinguish myths from facts. Even 
before the introduction of West- 
ern science, scholars like Moto- 
ori Norinaga showed a remark- 
able ability of critique in the 
studies of Japanese classics, 

If the American occupiers of 
Japan thought the Japanese 
were a dangerous and fanatical 
people, it should be regarded 
aS a natural reaction of foreign- 
ers who were exposed to a series 
of kamikaze attacks. But the 
tragic core of the Kigensetsu 
controversy is the persistent 
sense of mistrust between the 
‘Socialists and scholars on the 
one hand and the Liberal-Demo- 
crats and their supporters on 
the other.

Men in the News 
Dr. Kinji Imanishi 


Instructor of Kyoto University 
and chief of the Japan 
Monkey Center 

Dr. Kinji Imanishi who flew 
to central Africa Wednesday on 
a twomonth expedition to study 
the ecology of apes is known as 
one of the foremost authorities 
on apes in Japan, 


He has poured over the study 
of apes during the past 30 
years, visiting 
their habitat in 
various parts of 
the country, 
such as Mt. Ta- 
kasaki in Oita 
Prefecture, and 
Minoo, Osaka, 
and taming wiid 
monkeys to car- 


ry on his re 
searches. 

His  relation- ~ = 
ship with mon- Imanishi 
keys goes back to the days 


when he was a student of Kyo- 
to University. 


He became interested in the 
ecology of apes while studying 
agricultura: and forestry biology 
at the university and began to 
make a close study on the clas- 
sification of animals and their 
mode of living. According to 
Imanishi, the ecology of gorillas 
and chimpanzees is a subject of 
special interest since such ani- 
mals express their feelings very 
much like human beings. 


Fond of visiting unexplored 
lands, Imanishi has undertaken 
a total of 11 overseas expedi- 
tions since before the war. He 
scaled Mt. Paekui, North China, 
in 1935 and the Takingan Moun- 
tains in Mongolia in 1943. After 
the war he led the first Japa- 
nese Manasilu expedition team 
in 1952. 


In 1955, he headed the Japa- 
nese scientific expedition to the 
Karakorum-Hindu Kush Moun- 
tains, Kashimir. 


During these expeditions, he 
carried on his researches cover- 
ing # wide field of biology, rang- 
ing from the social structure 
and collective life of isolated 
tribes to the mystery-shrouded 
Snow Mar reportedly living in 
the Himalayas, 


The present expedition will 
take the 5l-year-old scholar to 
the jungles of central Africa 
facing the Indian Ocean. 

No detailed scientific reports 
on the ecology of apes are said 
to be available at present.

Takararuka Theater Fire 
To the Editor: 

I am writing to your paper 
after reading press reports of 
the Takarazuka Theater fire on 
Feb. 1 which Killed three and 
seriously injured others. 

The basic conditions which 
led to this fire can be found in 
every Tokyo theater of which I 
have any knowledge. Theater 
owners habitually violate the 
most elementary safety precau- 
tions in their desire to keep ope- 
rating costs at a minimum and 
squeeze the last possible yen 
from the public, per square foot 
of floor space. 

The most common practice is 
gross overcrowding of the seat- 
ing area, with aisles overfiow- 
ing with spectators who some- 
times use portable collapsible 
chairs; emergency exits and 
routes blocked: and, inadequate 
exits, particularly when theaters 
are located on the upper floors 
of buildings. 

The Takarazuka fire reported- 
ly started when a vaudeville 
performer accidentally ignited 
stage ecenery during an act in 
which open flames were «sed. 
Newspaper accounts stated that 
no fire department permit had 
been issued for the use of open 
flames, although an application 
had been prepared. It is prob- 
able that there is nothing un- 
common in this practice, 
Furthermore, all evidence in- 
dicates that stage props and 
scenery were not flameproofed 
and, worst of all, the pro- 
scenium arch “fire” curtain 
separating the stage area ‘rom 
the auditorium was not fire- 
proof and, in fact, burned. just 
as readily as any other material. 

It would be interesting to 
know how well-qualified the 
stage electricians are for their 
jobs, and if proper safeguards 
are observed when operating 
electric and spot lights. 

That such practices can be 
permitted in amusement centers 
and other places of public as- 
sembly is a national disgrace. 
The Tokyo municipal fire de- 
partment has enacted fire re- 
gulations which are adequate, if 
enforced, to protect the public 
against exposure to unreason- 
able fire hazards. 

The superintendent general of 
the Tokyo fire department is 
Chief Shinoda, an. experienced 
professional who has traveled 
abroad to enlarge his knowledge 
of modern fire techniques. The 
head of the fire prevention divi- 
sion is Chief Hokota, a man of 
recognized ability, competence 
and integrity. Why is it that 
these fire officials are prevented 
from doing their job of enforc- 
ing fire regulations? A little 
investigation will reveal the 
ne answer to this ques- 
tion. 

First of all, theater owners 
are banded together in an asso- 
ciation, They have many con- 
tacts, political and otherwise. 
If Chief Hokota’s inspectors file 
a complaint involving a _ viola- 
tion of fire safety, Chief Shino- 
da’s office receives a barrage of

protests from various indivi- 
duals, many of them influential. 

“Suggestions” are made that 
the violation in question is not, 
after all, a serious one; the par- 
ticular establishment has never 
burned down before; great hard- 
ship would be imposed on the 
owner; a correction of the un- 
safe condition would entail con- 
siderable financial expenditure; 
many people would lose their 
jobs; and so on. 

Not-too-subtle references are 
made concerning budgetary re- 
quirements for the forthcoming 
fiscal year, and if all this is not 
enough, sufficient commotion is 
produced all pointing to a suc- 
cessor who would be more 
amenable to reason. 

Tactics of this sort place To- 
kyo fire officials in an impos- 
sible position. Given proper 
support, they could correct the 
present widespread abuse of fire 
inapector, accompanied by a 
policeman, to enter a theater, 
observe the conditions, get the 
manager, stop the show, turn 
on the lights and stop produc- 
tion until (for instance) all spec- 
tators had cleared the aisles and 
emergency exits and route 
thereto. 

As for stage productions, none 
would be permitted unless all 
props and scenery (including 
costumes) were flameproofed 
and the proscenium arch fire 
curtain was made of non-com- 
bustible material. I also pre- 
dict that Japan will continue to 
have its usual annual quota of 
preventable theater fires, ferry 
sinkings and train disasters, The 
cemetery headstone business 
will continue to flourish.
